The Cause of Earthquake and Tidal 


Waves. 


If scientists could only sink a 
test tube down into the center of 
the earth they might be able to 
ascertain more accurately just 
what is going on in the far interior 
and might more nearly tell what 
is going to happen on the earth's 
crust. The appalling disaster in 
Italy has forced home again the 
fact that the earth is really a high. 
pressure boiler, with intermittent 
eruptions and earthquakes which 
carry destruction to man and the 
works of man.

the new year, when the full extent 
and horror of the Italian disaster 
began to be fully realized. And 
itis scarcely to be expec ed that 
very much consolation will be de 
rived therefrom, or even from the 
statements of some scientists re- 
garding this earth's internal trou- 
bles, their alarming causes and 
probable disastrous results. 
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that we are living today on the 
outer shell of a high pressure botl- 
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irthquake belt. At some time, 
probably thousands and thousands 
of years ago, a mighty earthquake 
split asunder the rock that united 
what is now the Island of Manhat- 
tan to the Palisades of the New 
Jersey coast. That earthquake 
formed the Hudson river. 

Earthquake belts are admittedly 
weak spots in the outer crust of 
the earth—the high pressure boiler 
on which we live—and there ts no 
evidence that any of them were 
ever permanently repaired 
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only the highest peaks remaining 
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It is a safe conclusion that within 


a large portion of rth,s crust 


| there exist pent-up gases, particu 


| larly steam, under a pressure equal 


to that of the most powerful high 
explosives. High explosives prob- 
ably exert pressures ranging from 
200,000 tO 350,000 pounds to the 
square inch, 

When a high explosive is de- 
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liberated and the temperature of 
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record of earthquakes shows, tl 
are many very weak spots in 
earth's crust Deep down un 
the crust, where water has enter 
through faults, to be entrapped and 
highly heated ith no room 
expansion, 

and as under the enormous pres 
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The vast amount of solid matter 
ejected at times from volcanoes 
dithecult of comprehet ston, The 
great volcano Krakatoa had been 


extinct tor ages when, in 1883, 1ts| 
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top blew off with a shock felt 
clear through the earth and with 
ablast that sent a wave of ail! 
around the earth three times, 
while the fine voleanic dust did 
not entirely settle out of the at- 
mosphere for more than two years, 
as was indicated by the unusually 
brilliant display of red sunsets 
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Prof. Suess is of the opinion 


that the earth's crust is gradual! 
shrinking everywhere. There 1s 
consolation to be found, however, 
in his further remark that the life 
of the human species will be too 
short to make this phenomenon 
important to mankind,
